:e modern. The letters were even and 
well formed.

stamped with indented letters instead 
of raised or embossed.

Peebles,, when asked about the brick 
and the name, said that Eben Doll and 


brother were making brick here 


when he (Mr. Pecbej) came to this 
city,April 3, 1819. The plant, or yard, 
was located on the site of the B. & O. 
S-W depot. Eben Doll died in 1868, 
and the brick found a few days ago are 
supposed to have been in use at least a 
:ialf century, and probably longer.

A short mile below the South Ports- 


mouth depot, in Greeimp county, Ken- 
tucky, the county road crosses a small 
stream, and going up the hill out of 
the valley of the stream/ turns sharply 
to the right for a few rode, to avoid the 
spur of a foot-hill that is thrust out 
from the great river range like the 
foot of a pretty woman when she is 
trying on a new gaiter. The road then 
turns to the left and resumes the un- 
even ten or. of its way. On the eastern 
side of the foot-hill, near what would 
be the great toe, if it were in reality a 
human foot, is a scraped-cut, semi-cir- 
cular saucer, perhaps thirty feet across, 
with steep sides next to the hill, the 
same covered wtih trees, grass and 
small undergrowth, and presenting a 
shaly rock formation near the bottom. 
The bottom is 
level, 
and comes 


abruptly up to the semi-circular escarp- 
ment like the parquet of a theater as 
viewed from the stage, and is composed 
of mud almost'semi-fluid, made so by 
the slightly saline water that trickles 
over the stones at certain seasons. 


Two sleek cows were standing hoof- 


deep in the muck as I approacLed, and 
another, hungry-eyed and expectant, 
stood in the roadway, eyeing enviously 
her more fortunate sisters. She needn't 
have envied them, however, for it 
wasn't the time tor salty ,vater to be 
oozing from the side of the foot-hill 
and trickling over the stones-—-stones 
worn smooth by'the tongues of cattle 
for fifty years, to say nothing of the 
ages before them, during which the 
timid deer came to the spot for the 
same 
purpose—namely, to lick the 


salty stones. 
A farmer-like man, with 


a black mustache, was grubbing up the 
blackberry bushes that grew along the 
fence on the opposite side of the road. 


"Is that the old deer lick we hear so 


much about?" I asked. 


"Yes, sah,. that's the famous Mc- 


Arthur lick," he said, with an inflec- 
tion, and politetness suggestive of the 
Kentuckian of the blood. 


"Historic spot, is it not, sir?" I ven- 


tured, the Keutuckian's quiet politeness 
tending to slightly improve my style of 
interrogatory. 


"Yes, sah," lie said, leaning grace- 


fully upon his axe and eyeing me 
kindly. 


Many an Indian has been killed, 


sah", right whar we're standing, and at 
least one or two white men. 
When 


my grandfather moved to this farm the 
water ran almost constantly in the lick; 
now"% it only flows in an unusually 
rainy season. There are no deer now, 
but the stock hang around the place 
continually, and lap their mouths with 
their tongues in anticipation of salting 
time. 
The odor of the salt is there all 


the time.'' 


The farmer told me much of inter- 


est concerning the lick, and much that 
I already knew from history. The spot 
is indeed historic, if 
not 
classic, 


ground. Hither came the red hunter 
with his rifle to lay in ambush for the 
deer that were sure to come to the lick 
for salt water. 
Sometimes he would 


find different game from what he ex- 
pected, in the persons of the bold and 
dangerouus white scouts and traders of 
the Ohio, who woiild resort to the | lick 
also to watch for deor. At such times 
it was the one quickest on the triger 
who returned to boat or wigwam. 


Right over the ridge, there, beyond 


where the man is grabbing,, is the 
route McArthnr took to the river on 
that memorable day in his career when 
he was pursued by a band of shrieking 
savages, after he had let out the' life 
blood of one of their number at the 
lick with his deadly rifle. .This was 
Duncan McArthur, afterwards general 
in the army and governor of Ohio. 
He was a spy, or scout, employed with 
others to protect and provide food for 
the crew of the primitive packet-boat 
that plied between Limestone (now 
Maysville) and the mouth of the Big 
Sandy. This was m the summer of 
1794, 102 years ago. There have been 
"shots that echoed around the world," 
and other memorable explosions "of gun- 
powder, but McArthur's shot is historic 
from having been the last one fired be- 
tween white men and Indians on the 
section of the river between Maysville 
and the month of Sandy. Today much 
of the beautifully cultivated land one 
sees just beyond the river belongs to 
to heirs of Duncan McArthur, almost 
within rifle-shot of the spot where their 
bold ancestor killed bis red antagonist. 


The' story is told in "McDonald's 


Sketches,'' as follows: 


"At this place tbe spies parted from 


the boat and commenced their return to 
Maysville. 
On their way up they had 


taken a light canoe. Two of them 
pushed the canoe, while the others ad- 
vanced on" foot to reconnoiter. On 
their return the spies floated down tbe 
Ohio in their canoe till they came 
nearly opposite the mouth of the Scioto 
river, where they landed, and Duncan 
McArthur (afterwards Governor 
of 


Ohio) went into the hills in pursuit 
of game. Trecle and Beasley went 
about a mile lower down and landed 
tlieir canoe, intending also to hunt till 
McArthurJshould overtake them. Mc- 
Arthur went to deer lick, with the sit- 
uation of which he was well acquaint- 
ed, made a blind, behind which he con- 
cealed himself and waited for game. 
He lay about an hour, when he discov- 
ered two Indians coming to the lick. 
The Indians were so near him before 
he saw them that it was impossible to 
retreat without being discovered. As 
the boldest course appeared to him to 
be the safest, he determined to permit 
them to come as near him as they 
would, shoot one of them and try his 
strength with tbe other. He permitted 
tbe Indians, who were walking toward 
him in a stooping postnre, to approach 
undisturbed. 
When they came near 


the lick theyjialted in an open piece of 
ground and straightened up to look 
into the lick for game. The halt en- 
abled McArthur to take deliberate aim 
from a rest at only fourteen steps dis- 
tance. He fired, and one Indian fell. 
McArthur remained still a moment, 
thinking it possible the other Indian 


and the ball whistled sharply by him. 
As the Indian?s gun, -as well as his 
own, was now empty, he thought of 
turning around and giving him a fight 
on equal terms.... At" this instant sev- 
eral other Indians came in sight, rush- 
ing with savage screams. through the 
brash. He fled with his utmost speed, 
the Indians pursuing and firing at him 
asihe ran. One of the...balls entered 
the bottom of his powder hornjjand 
shivered the side of it next his body 
in pieces. • The splinters of his shat- 
tered powder hora were propelled with 
such force by -the" ball that his side

was considerably injured, and the 
blood flowed freely. 
The ball in pass- 


ing through the horn had given him 
such a jar that he thought for some 
time that it passed through his side, 
but this did not slacken his pace. The 
Indians pursued him some distance.. 
McArthur, though not fleet, was cap- 
able of enduring great' fatigue, and he 
now had an occasion which demand- 
ed the last exertion of his strength. 
He gained upon his pursuers(J and by 
the time he had crossed two or three 
ridges 
he found himself free from 


pursuit, and turned his course to the 
river. 
_ 
'' When he came to the bank of the 


Ohio he discovered Beasley and Treacle 
in the. canoe, paddling up the stream, 
in order to keep her hovering over the 
spot, and to be more conspicuous 
should McArthur make his-escape from 
the Indians. 
They had heard the fir- 


ing and the yelling in pursuit, and 
had no doubt about the cause. 
Nath- 


aniel Beasley and Thomas Treacle were 
not the kind of men to fly at the ap- 
proach of danger and forsake a com- 
rade. 
McArthur saw the canoe and 


made a 
made a signal for them to come ashore. 
They did so, and McArthur was so on 
in the canoe and in the middle of the 
stream, out of danger. Thus ended 
the day's adventures ol the spies and 
their packet-boat, and this was the last 
attack made by the Indians upon a 
boat in the Ohio river.'' 


The historians of Ohio and Kentucky- 


have paid'considerable attention to this 
celebrated lick. It is located on the 
land of the Nat Thompson' heirs in the 
midst of a populous and well-cultivated 
district, almost in sight of Portsmouth, 
O., and only a few rods from the track 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio railway.

Whitney, Esq., clerk of the courts of 
Sciotb county, O., is a grandson of 
Duncan McArthur.

peaceful years McArthur, after he had 
became famous, returned to Ohio and 
purchased large tracts of land below 
Portsmouth, directly opposite the scene 
of his early bloody Indian adventures. 
The land, magnificently cultivated, is 
still owned by McArthur's heirs.

North Carolina, is a dense forest ot 
Juniper, that has grown and fallen al 
ternately for many centuries. Long 
before Columbus dreamed of seeking a 
western passage to India; and long be 
fore the Mound builders broke the. sol 
of this "continent, this dense forest 
stood virtually as it now stands.

Expense—A Tvveuly Foot Walk In the 


Center of the Street With Shade 


Trees on Kltlier Side from Front 


to Third Streets. 


A movement is on foot, which if 


successful, and there seems to be no 
doubt of its success, will 
convert 


Market street into the prettiest thor- 
oughfare in tho city. The plan pro- 
vides for a twenty-foot esplanade in the 
center of the street from Front to 
Third. The suggestion is made by Mr. 
John G. Peebles, who is willing to do- 
nate a sum sufficient to pay almost 
the entire cost, thereby removing any 
ground for the usual objection on ac- 
count of expense. 
He has seen and ex- 


amined many such streets in cities all 
over the world ami is desirous of rank- 
ing this street attractive and pretty and 
a credit to the town. The plau is to 
curb off a strip twenty feet wide iu 
the center of the street, to pave this tho 
same as tho ordinary sidewalks, the 
bricks laid flat, and to plant a row of 
trees along each side of the walk the 
entire length. 
Tho trees would prob- 


ably bo buckeyes, both appropriate and 
most serviceable. 
This would leave 


a twenty-five foot street on either side 
and tho present fourteen foot sidewalk. 
Market is the only street in the city 
wide enough to admit of such an im- 
provement and is probably in tho best 
location. The view from the river will 
bo a beautiful one and the location of 
the hotels renders Market the most 
traveled street by strangers. 
It would 


improve the stranger's first impression 
of the city a hundred fold and would 
prove a big advertisement to the city. 
A suggestion has also been made to put 
a fountain in the esplanade at the in- 
tersection of Second and Market streets, 
but this is not included in Mr. Peebles' 
original plans. It is understood that 
Mr. Peebles is anxious for tho project 
to succeed and will donate willingly 
and cheerfully, but can not work the 
matter up personally. 
Somo of the 


property owners along the street are 
working it up and are meeting with 
encouragement on all sides. 
There 


seems to bo no ground for any objec- 
tion, and the work will have to be 
pushed rapidly, owing to the progress 
of the present work on the street. 
Every citizen of Portsmouth will recog- 
nize and appreciate the excellence of 
the suggestion and the public spirit 
which prompts tho donation.
